WASHINGTON, March 28. — 


House leaders, Democrats and Re- 
publicans, began conferences today 
to pave the way for quick action 
on appropriation bills and _legisla- 


tion bearing on the international 
crisis, regardless of which party or- 
Ganizes the House when the extra 
session begins Monday. 

Speaker Clark, Democratic Lead- 
er Kitchin, Republican Leader Mann 
and Representative Fitzgerald 
agreed tentatively that the big ap- 
propriation bills which failed at the 


last session should be reintroduce< 
in the form in which they originally 
passed the House, acted upon with- 
out delay, under a suspension of the 
rules, and sent to the Senate. They 
also agreed that should either party 
organize the House the minority rep- 
resentation on all committees 
should be raised several members. 


CONSIDER COMMITTEES. 


Democratic members of the Ways 
and Means Committee of the last 
Congress who will serve in the in- 
coming Congress conferred on com- 
mittee assignments for their party, 
confident that, as heretofore, their 
caucus will name them to make the 
selections. 

The meeting was executive, but it 
was understood an agreement was 
made to reassign all Congressmen 
committeemen from the last Con- 
gress who will serve in the coming 
session and advance most of the 
Democratic ranking members to 
chairmanships. 

Democratic leaders continued to- 
day to express confidence that the 
dissatisfied element of their party 
would make no serious -objection to 
the committee designations as 
planned by the Ways and Means 
members, but all of them are await- 
ing the coming of Representative 
Gallivan of Massachusetts before 
they will say finally that the anti- 
prohihitionists will not cause some 
trouble. Representative Gallivan is 
credited with controlling twenty or 
more votes. Representative Cald- 
well of New York, who has been 
classed as an insurgent, asserted to- 
day he would be regular. 

Save for a statement by Mr. Mann 
that he expected to see tickets 
placed in the field by both parties it 
was quiet in Republican circles. Mr. 
Mann declared that while he still 
believed a coalition organization of 
the House would be the wise and 
patriotic move, he was willihg to be, 
and expected to be, the regular Re- 
publican candidate for Speaker if 
one was named. 

Some members professed to see a 
possibility of Representative Lenroot 
of Wisconsin, who has publicly op- 
posed the Mann coalition plan, being 
nominated as the Republican candi- 
date for Speaker. Mr. Lenroot had 
no further comment to make on the 
situation. Representative Hill of 
Connecticut, the veteran Republican 
tariff expert. who has been ill, ap- 
peared in the House today and de- 
clared he would be in his seat next 
Monday. He expressed disapproval 
of the coalition organization plan.

To Tide Over Uncle Sam Till 
Tax Money Arrives. j 


Nation’s Monetary 


[BY 4. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 


WASHINGTON, March , 28.—The 

twelve Federal reserve banks today 
oversubscribed, on twenty-four 
hours’ notice, a ninety-day loan to 
the government of $50,000,000 at 
the rate of 2 per cent. a year. : 
The money was borrowed on 
ninety-day treasury certificates 
indebtedness to help tide over the 
government till June, when the 
great stream of income and internal 
revenue taxes will flow into the 
treasury. An additional $50,000,000, 
it was announced, may be borrowed 
in the same manner before the close 
of the fiscal year. 
Temporary financing of the gov- 
ernment in this manner was made 
necessary by the depleted condition 
of the balance in the general fund of 
the treasury, reduced to approxi- 
mately $58,000,000, and facing a 
further reduction of $25,000,000 Sat- 
urday when the government will 
issue a warrant for that amount in 
payment of the Danish West Indies. 
The issue of certificates of in- 
debtedness to run not longer than 
one year and to bear interest at a 
rate not exceeding 3 per cent. has 
been authorized by Congress up to 
$300,000,000, and today’s issue is the 
first to be made. In addition, Sec- 
retary McAdoo his authority to issue 
$474,000,000 in bonds for various 
purposes, including the Panama Ca- 
nal bonds, to reimburse the treasury 
for the amount paid out of ordinary 
receipts for the construction of the 
canal. Secretary McAdoo is under- 
stood to have the issuance of bonds 
under consideration.

The quick subscription to the 
$50,000,000 issue of certificates by 
Federal reserve banks alone—with- 
out references to any of the member 
banks of the Federal reserve system, 
with their billions of dollars of re- 
sources—at a rate of interest 1 per 
cent. lower than the rate authorized, 
is viewed by officials as a striking 
demonstration of the excellent con- 
dition of financial preparedness of 
the nation’s monetary system for any 
events that the future may hold. 
“This is exceedingly gratifying,’ 
McAdoo in an- 
nouncing the action, and shows not 
only a fine spirit on the part of the 
reserve banks, but is an additional 
demonstration of the usefulness of 
the new reserve system to the coun- 
try. A statement of the allotments 
to the subscribing banks will be 
given out as soon as the details are 
completed. 

“It is possible that an additional 
issue of $50,000,000 of these tempor- 
ary certificates of indebtedness may 
be issued before the end of the pres- 
ent fiscal year. No statement can be 
made about possible issues of gov- 
ernment bonds until further devel-

EVELOPMENT OF WATER. 7 
There are many large areas of poten- 
tially rich lands in California which only 
need water to make them rivals of the 
highly-productive areas now in cultivation. 
Most of the land under water is in crop. 
The increase in acreage under cultivation 


e largely measured by the development of 


water. The San Joaquin Valley has several 
big conservation projects which, all togeth- 
er, Will bring 150,000 to 200,000 acres more 
under cultivation. Victor Valley is under- 
taking to develop water for 100,000 more 
acres. The Los Angeles aqueduct, now in 
full operation, is doubling the producing 
ability of San Fernando Valley. In due 
time the turbulent Colorado River will be 
harnessed and its waters made to create 
new egricultural empires from desert 
wastes. Then Imperial Valley, already an 
agricultural marvel, will have two or three 
times as much land under cultivation and 
the value of its products will be correspond- 
ingly greater. California’s resources have 
hardiy been touched, but development is 
proceeding more rapidly now than ever de- 
fore. A 


WORLD PEACE LEAGUE. 

Senator Shafroth adopts The Times 
plan for a World Peace organization, which, 
with a few changes and additions, he has 
embodied in a joint resolution that was re- 
ferred to the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations. The committee gave it favorable 
consideration and would have reported it 
for passage if there had been time before 
the adjournment of Congress. It will be 
renewed at the special session and its pass- 
age urged. 

In the resolution Congress is made to 
declare its acceptance of the principle that 
international disputes threatening war 
should be submitted for final determination 
to an international court having judicial as 
well as armed power to enforce its decrees. 

In the pursuits of this object, all nations 
are invited to sign an agreement to create 
a sovereign body to be called “The Inter- 
national Court of Decree and Enforce- 
ment,” and to bind themselves to perform 
the things required of each for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of the court. 

The court to be composed of two mem- 
bers from each principal European ration 
and one member for each small nation, two 
members from China, two from Japan, two 
from the United States, and one from each 
South American and Central American na- 
tion, to which shall be added one addition- 


al member for every ten million inhabit- 


ants or less, and one for each twenty mil- 


lion inhabitants in excess of ten millions, 
except China, where there de one 
additional member for every e hundred 


millions of inhabitants in excess of two- 
hundred millions. | 

For temporary organization Russia and 
Great Britain to have each six representa- 
tives, the United States five, Germany, 
France and Japan each three, Austria and 
Holland each two, and all other nations one. 
At the end of ten years, and every tenth

state submitting the dispute if, within such 
period as may be fixed by the court, the 
other state or states concerned, having 
been admonished thereto by the court, shall 
have failed to present other evidence. 

Sec. 2. To enforce by arms the exe 
cution of its decrees, the fulfillment of de- 
mands made in accordance with this con- 
stitution, and the exercise of all powers 


press preparations therefor, by any state 
against any member state. 

Sec. 4. To intervene in the affairs of 
any state disordered by violence, and to 
pacify such disorder by advice, decree, or 
force: Provided, however, That no such 
intervention shall take place unless the 
court be requested thereto by two or more 
states, other than the state or states di- 
rectly concerned, and that two-thirds of the 
members of the court shall consent to such 
intervention. 

Sec. 5. To establish, maintain, and con- 
trol such civil organization and such 
armed force on land and sea as the court 
may deem necessary. Conscription of the 
armed personne! shall be effected, when 
necessary, through demand made upon the 
member states, for numbers of men fixed 
in the ratio of the relative populations of 
the states. 

The court is empowered, within three 
months after the articles of agreement be- 
come effective, to require that its members 
shal] surrender to its control all armed 
vessels of war and all material appurtenant 
thereto; to select from such surrendered 
vessels and material whatever the court 
may desire to retain in its naval establish- 
ment; to disarm the remaining vessels, and 
to return them, with material not desired, 
within six months from the date of their 
surrender; to demand of member states 
that they shall not build armed vessels of 


| war; to demand that, within one year from 


the date when this constitution shall be- 
come effective, the standing armies of all 
member states shall be reduced to a foot- 
ing of one soldier for each thousand inhab- 
itants. [The proposition that the World 
Peace organization should be empowered to 
discharge the armies of any nation would 
meet with strenuous opposition, and would 
be needless under a wiser and more skill- 
ful plan of reorganization.—Ed. Times.] 

Forces maintained solely for domestic 
police purposes, and services in colonies 
not self-governing, not to be subject to 
these restrictions, seacoast fortifications 
and fortifications fronting. the land fron- 
tier between member states to be disarmed.

The plan proposed by Senator Shafroth 
is in several essential particulars the same 
as that proposed by the editor of The Times 
long ago, and is, with some considerable 
changes, possible and practicable. 

One of the principal obstacles would be 
found in the basis of representation. Jt is 
not likely that such nations as Brazil, the 
Argentine, Chile and Peru would consent 
to a unit basis below that of Switzerland, 
Denmark or Greece. The fairest basis 
would be one member for each nationality. 
one member for the first ten million in- 
habitants or fraction thereof, one for the 
next twenty millions or fraction thereof, 
one for the next fifty millions or fraction 
thereof, and one for all in excess of one 
hundred millions. 

This would give Great Britain, Russia, 
the United States and China 5 representa- 
tives each: Germany, France, Austria and 
Japan 4 each; Italy, The Netherlands, Tr 
key, Spain and Brazil, 3 each, and all other 
nations 2 each. If all nations, large and

Mayor Rolph and the Rev. Paul Smith 


of San Francisco recently engaged in a 


controversy as to which is the best way to 
reclaim the fallen women of that city. Their 
dispute furnishes amusing and interesting 
reading to thousands who will not agree 
with either of them as to the best method 
of making Magdalenes and to tens of thou- 
sands who do not much care whether Mag- 
dalenes dre made or not. As a contribution 
to controversial literature their debate l- 
lustrates the slangwhanging, broadsword 
method as used by the Rev. Paul Smith, 
and the adroit, rapier practice of Mayor 
Rolph. 

The Rev. Mr. Smith follows the Socratic— 
method of annihilating his adversary by 
interrogations. His first question to the 
Mayor is: Are you in favor of the sys- 
tem of commercialized vice?” This ques- 
tion Mr. Smith gave to the press for pub- 
lication before he sent it to the Mayor, and 
the Mayor says the question is impudent, 
insincere and insulting, but he answers 
that he is opposed to commercialized vice 
and he “hopes” that Mr. Smith is. 

The second question to the Mayor is, 
“Will you permit open and tolerated houses 
of prostitution to exist during your admin- 
istration?” To this the Mayor answers 
that, so far as he is Informed, there are no 
open and tolerated houses, and he intimates 
that if Mr. Smith, by frequent and pro- 
tracted visits to such houses, has acquired 
a personal knowledge of their locality and 
the doings therein, he should communicate 
his knowledge to the Police Commissioners. 

The third question to the Mayor is, “Will 
you support a State rehabilitation farm for 
women?“ Mayor Rolph replies that the re- 
habilitation farm that Smith proposes is 
simply a plan to provide an additional fail 
for the unfortunate victims of the social 
evil; that it is a remedy prescribed by the 
self-righteous, the ignorant and the shirk. 
ers; that it is a measure suggested by 
“commercialized reform; that it proposes 
to divest the State treasury of an initial 
appropriation of $250,000 for a site, building 
and furniture, and thereafter of unknown 
sums for salaries of commissioners, secre- 
taries and other jobbers, and makes special 
provision for removal of the matron for 
immorality if she should catch that dis- 
ease from any of the inmates. The meas- 
ure requires a public record to be kept that 
shall contain a full description of the per- 
sonality and life of the inmates so ag to 
make it impossible for a fallen woman to 
outlive her past.

] BYSTANDER. | 


Being a bystander is sometimes 
a hazardous occupation. Both sides 
of the hereafter are rather thickly 
peopled with innocent bystanders 
who happened to be in the way 
when the cutlery was fiying. In 
times when war talk blends with 
the norma! crop of rocks and razors 
the insurance rates on bystanders 
ought to be doubled. 

I have been a bystander for @ 
good many years, The livid scar 
that mars the otherwise alabastine 
perfection of a lofty brow came 
from being a bystander at the Chi- 
cago riots. The game wing is due 


to a bit of bystanding at Galveston. 


The bystander hates to miss any- 
thing and so he is Hable to be the 


rst man run over, shot, drowned or 


hanged. 

Just now, if a man happens to 
bear the name of Hofmeister or 
Schwarzenburger, his ,bystanding 
may be doubly dangerous. Nobody 
wants to heave rocks at a man 
whose father was born in Germany 
or who happens to know the tune 
of “Die Wacht Am Rhein.“ but if 
Henry Hawkins chances to be fir- 
ing stones, heaven help Hofmeister 
in his passing. The Englishman 
has learned to hate all that sus 
gests the Teuton, and the circum- 
stance that both are full-fledged cit!- 
tens of our republic does not and 
cannot make them brothers. ‘his 
is one time when both would rather 
fight than eat. The sign “Made in 
Germany” is not very popular out- 
side the territory of the Central 
Powers, and if a man carries it on 
his face he must needs bear it cir- 
cumspectly or fall under suspicion. 
Citizens of descent need 
only to conduct themselves along 
their lawful lines; to perform their 
usual tasks and to refrain from par- 
tisan argument and action in order 
to be assured full possession of their 
rights and privileges as residents of 
America. 

The bystander is of the opinion 
that just now it takes more courage 
to be an open-faced pacifist than a 
full-fledged fighting man. This be- 
ing prepared for nothing but a game 
of conversation does not tend to 
popularity at a time when shells are 
flying and torpedoes are speeding 
on their deadly mission. The Wil- 
liam J. Bryan vote has shrunk sev- 
eral thousand per cent., yet it is 


undoubtedly true that many women 


and some men would avoid our ap- 
pearance in the world war at the 
price of an ignominious surrender 
of all our rights and claims. Some 
of them have felt war in all its hor- 
rors and have come forth with brok- 
en spirits. They would avoid armed 
conflict at almost any price or sac- 
rifice save war itself. But the by- 
stander is satisfied that there are 
few of these and that they will 
never more be able to make them- 
selves heard. The voice of the peo- 
ple that will rise over the mountain- 
tops will be a hearty and united one. 
The whispers in the valley will not 


de heard against its magnificent dia- 
pason. 


As to the part America should 
take in compelling a peace—an en- 
during world peace—the bystander 
is certain that the suggestions of 
The Times are the will of the peo- 
ple. We cannot furnish a billion 
fighting men, or even a million. But 
we can furnish immediate cash and 
credit for a billion dollars, and just 
now dollars are worth more than 
men to the Allies. They have their 
tried and trained men—armies that 
have had a daily baptism of fire for 
months at a stretch.

(Providence Journal]! The dis

But 
it bas been found that where the 
government has acguired these 
reservations it has led to their depop- 
ulation. 

One large tract of mountain land 
lying within Botetourt, Rockbridge 
and Bedford counties, Virginia, which 
has been acquired as a forest reser.

farms, is now practically depopu- 
lated. It is coptended, however, that 
the farms were very poor and that 
the farmers were poorer still, but 
whether their condition has improved 
through the sale of their land to the 
government and their removal, la a 
question that has not yet heen 
answered to the satisfaction of every- 
body. It das been from this class of 
mountain farmers that the southern 
cotton mills have drawn their labor 
in years past and the contention is 
that these people were better off on 
their mountain farma than they are 
at the cotton mills.

USSIA'S revolution has a very 
direct bearing upon the interna- 
tional relations of the United 
States. It is only reasonable to as 
sume that Germany has sent her 
most astute secret agents into 
Russia, Jong notorious for the rami- 
fications as well as the effectiveness 
of German intrigue. But Russia's 
equally long handicap through the 
secret German danger has now be 
come a matter of popular realization 
and of universal dread; so that the 
life of any German spy or plotter is 
at the mercy of the first glance of 
suspicion. The Russians, suddenly 
aroused to a full sense of their power 
in their own land, can be relied upon 
for short shrift to any and every Ger- 
man agent caught within Russian 

boundaries, 
Germany, with the callousness she, 
above all other governments, displays 


towards these instruments of diplo- 


macy in its most malefic aspect, prob- 
ably would care little what became 
of them amid the wrath of the Rus- 
sians. But she does care exceedingly 
for the fruits of their endeavors. 
Trained spies and other secret agents 
are too valuable, both as rare in- 
dividuals and as expensively in- 
structed operatives, to be heedlessly 
abandoned. It is obvious that, for 
the time, a considerable quota of Ger- 
many's spies must encounter, in a 
people so enthusiastically patriotic 
and so instinct with suspicion as are 
the Russians, difficulties militating 
against their usefulness which are 
insuperable. Their lives, commonly 
disregarded by superiors as the lives 
of human beings, but immensely im- 


portant as those of experts, would be 


risked without chance of any prac- 
tical return. ‘And Germany is too 
shrewd for that. 

Large numbers of these secret 
agents, their occupations gone in 
Russia, will be immediately trans- 
ferred to other fields of their peculiar 
asefulness. Many who rank merely 
as spies in the business of learning 
and reporting the details of military 
and naval strength of other nations, 
will be given work in the United 
States. The experts in intrigue, how- 
ever, will be assigned to countries 
and peoples more fertile for their 
activities. Those countries and 
peoples now become the real danger 
zones, menacing the peace of the 
United States. : 

Reliable reports have furnished evi- 
dence of the skill displayed in 
Mexico by their forerunners. As 
speedily as the transfers from Rus- 
sia to Mexico can be accomplished, 
Mexico will ferment more and more 
with plots planned for the embroil- 
ment of the two nations. 

It has not been officially admitted, 
yet there is no doubt that the rebel- 
nion in Cuba owed what strength it 
attained to German initiative and co- 
operation. In spite of the capture of 
Gomez, we may not as yet have heard 
the last of revolts in Cuba; Ger 
many cannot afford to relinquish 
her efforts, in any possible field, to 
tie the hands of the United States. 
I have referred to the Cuban out- 
break largely in order to make appar- 
ent the fact that, however little Ger- 
many may comprehend the Briton or 
the American, she does thoroughly 
understand the psychology of Span- 
ish-America. 

She knows her Mexico inside and 
out, from its Panchos to its Venus- 
tianos. She knows better than we 
know that President Carranza lives 
in datly apprehension of the vaulting 
ambitions of his generals—Obregon 
being the strongest and, therefore, 
the most dangerous among them. 


Carranza has already gone so far in 


yielding to the overtures of the Ger- 
man agents surrounding him that 
his relations with them are a matter 
of notoriety in Mexico, The Ger 
mans, by reason of their repute for 
influence over Carranza, have gained 
a status of potential influence with 
all of his aspiring rivals, Obregon in- 
cluded. Ip effect, they hold now in 
Mexico a balance of 

etairs power, it is true; but, there 
fore, all the more dangerous. To the 
strengthening of this position of van- 
tage the intriguing reinforcements, 
transferred from Russia, will bend 
their every energy and expend all the 
resources of money allotted for their 
malign purposes. 

Germany’s intrigues in Mexico, as 
in other South American countries, 
are aimed at securing as many as 
possible of three definite ends: First, 
extending her spheres of influence 
for the establishment of fresh foreign 
colonies; second, working every at- 
tainable injury to her present foes in 
arms: third, keeping the United 
States preoccupied so wholly with 
Mexican and South American affairs 
that it shall continue entirely harm- 
less to Germany in the field.

LOS ANGELES, March 27.—I[To 
the Editor of The Times: ] Three 
patents covering the basic devices 


used in a newly-invented electric 
fire engine have been applied for. 
On this engine an electric motor 
replaces steam power for pumping, 
a service connection to be made at 


the lighting fuse of some building 


at the scene of a fire, or at a special 
sidewalk service plug. 

A storage battery may even be 
carried on the engine to propel it 
and then in turn (by a shift gear) 
operate the pump when the fire is 
reached.
